Steps toward acquiring the plant 
will be taken at 10 o'clock Saturday 
morning, when Chairman W. G. Hum- 
phrey, of the finance committee, heads 
a subcommittee composed of Alderman 
J. H. Harwell and Councilmen A. R. Col- 
cord and Jesse H. Wood to confer with 
Attorneys Evins & Spence on a pro- 
posal to lease the plant for a period of 
six mon s, with an option to pur- 
chase in 14. 

Scheme Illegal, Says Mayson. 

The scheme of Chairman Humphrey 
appears to be @ logical solution of the 
problem, but as it carries the debt over 
te the next council, it is also illegal, it 
is claimed. City Attorney James L. 
Mayson told the finance committee 
Friday afternoon that Chairman Hum- 
phrey’s proposal would not stand a 
test in court, and advised against it. 

“The only legal way by which the 
city can take over the plant is 
to purchase it outright,” City Attorney 
Mayson said. 

Chairman Humphrey 
ing scheme is the only method. by 
which the city can secure the plant 
without scuttling the June finance 
sheet. 

“My idea is that the city secure a 
lease from the Destructor company for 
a period of six months,” he said, 
“with an option to purchase next year. 
The $125,000 in the sheet to pay the 
crematory debt can be carried over to 
next year, and council can then appro- 
priate $150,000 more and buy the crem- 
atory in that way.” 

Chairman Humphrey’ will put his 
proposal to Attorneys Evins & Spence, 
Saturday. He will demand that what- 
ever money the city pays @n the lease 
be applied to the purchase price.

London, May 30.—An attempt was 


made tonight to set fire to the Royal 
academy. Although the usual 
for women placards were not fcund, the 
police suspect militant suffragettes 
were responsible for the attempt to 
destroy the. building in which are 
housed some of the world’s greatest 
works of art. 

Shortly after the exhibition closed 
for the night a watchman discovered 
in a small room on the ground floor @ 
card-board bo~w filled with rags and 
cotton saturated with oil. A number 
of wax tapers were bound about the 
box, which had been so placed that 
the flames. from it easily would have 
communicated with the walls. 

The suffragettes resumed their cam- 
paign of destruction tonight in the 
lewisham branch postoffice, which 
they had attackeq@ several times pre- 
viously. They set fire to the letters in 
the buildings and the flames were ex- 
tinguished only after a number of 
them had been destroyed. 

Bottles containing corrosive mix- 
tures and addressed t0® Reginald Mc- 
Kenna. home secretary, were fouid to- 
day in a mail box.

BRYAN PEACE PLAN 
TAKEN FAVORABLY 
BY FIGHT NATIONS 


Responses Are Received From 


Italy, Great Britain, Brazil, 
France, Sweeden, Norway, 
Peru and Russia. 


NO ADVERSE ANSWERS TO 
SECRETARY’S PROPOSAL 
Tentative Statement Embo- 
dying Details Suggested by 
President Has Been Sub- 


mitted to 8 Governments. 


30.—S&®cretary 
Bryan signified the day commorative 
of the country’s hero dead, by an- 
nouncing that eight nations have re- 
sponded favorably to his peace plan, 
asking that suggestions be submitted 
in regard to details. The nations in 
the order in which they have accepted 
are Italy, Great Britian, France, Bra- 
zil, Sweden, Norway, Peru and Rus- 
sia. 

Secretary Bryan said that 
tion to whom his peace plan was sub- 
mitted had replied adversely although 
some had asked more time for con- 
sideration. 

To each of the governments express- 
ing a willingness to enter into the 
agreement, a tenative statement has 
been submitted embodying details sug- 
gested by the president. The secre- 
tary, pointing out that this statement 
was submitted for consideration, with 
no intention of insistence upon any 
particular detall, declined to make pub- 
lic its contests. 

Mr. Bryan discussed the progress of 
his plan in the following statement: 

Substance of Plan. 

“It will be remembered that about 
a month ago a plan was, by the presi- 
dent’s direction, submitted to all the 
governments having representatives 
here, the plan being in substance as 
follows: 

“First, that the United States ig pre- 
pared to enter into an agreement with 
each and every country severally pro- 
viding for the investigation of al] dis- 
putes of every character and nature 
by an international commission, the 
contracting parties agreeing not to de- 
clare war or begin hostilities until 
such investigation is made and report 
submitted. 

“Second, the investigation to be con- 
ducted as a matter of course, upon 
the initiative of the commission, with- 
out the formality of a request from 
either party. 

“Third, the report to be submitted 
within a given time, the time to be 
agreed upon. 

“Fourth. the parties to reserve the 
right to act independently on the sub- 
ject matter in dispute, after the re- 
port is submitted 

“The composition 
was a matter of detail to be 
upon by the contracting parties: 
time also in which the report sho: !d 
be submitted was a matter of deta'i 
to be agreed upon by the contracting 
parties.

THE FAKE TICHBORNE. 


The Tichborne case was one of the most 
remarkable in recent annals of crime. It 
was the attempt of a “missing heir” to Ob- 
tain the fortune of a wealthy Englishman. 
This case has been almost forgotten, al- 
though forty years ago it was a subject of 
international comment. 

There were many most peculiar circum- 
Stances surrounding this case, and there 
are many people today who are not con- 
vinced that Arthur Orton, the claimant, was 
not the son of the rich Sir Edward Tich- 
borne. Tichborne was a wealthy English 
baronet. He had no son, and his nephew 
inherited his fortune as well as his title. 
The nephew, James Tichborne, had two 
sons, Roger and Alfred. The elder of these 
sons was a rather wild character, and his 
dissipation drove him out of the English 
army. He wandered to South America, 
where he spent the life of an adventurer. 

Finally word reached that country that 
Sir Edward was dead and that Roger was 
now direct heir to the title and estates. 
He sailed from Rio de Janeiro for New 
York. Some mishap befell the vessel on the 
voyage, and it never reached its destination. 
nor was anything ever heard of its fate 
or of that of the crew and passengers. 

After a long period, when Roger Tich- 
borne did not appear, the Tichborne fortune 
and the title wads given to the younger 
brother, Alfred. Lady Tichborne, however, 
never gave up hope of Robert’s return. She 
finally began to advertise for him, and of- 
fered a considerable reward. In response to 
this advertising an Australian detective 
agency produced a “missing heir,” who was 
known under the name of Thomas Castro. 
He said he had been picked up, with eight 
other sailors, from the missing vessel, and

The claimant finally went to Europe, and 
Lady Tichborne declared she recognized 
him and welcomed him as her long lost son. 
Officers in his former regiment also recog- 


nized him, and so aid many other people, . 


including old family servants. He was able 
to answer all questions, even the most inti- 
mate ones asked of him. 

In 1868 Lady Tichborne died and 
claimant began suit to recover what 
declared to be his fortune and his title. The 
case came to trial in 1871. Castro, lacking 
funds, issued bonds which he promised to 
take up when he obtained his fortune. These 
bonds found ready purehasers. The trial 
lasted 103 days. 

During its progress he proved that a 
scar on his head and a brown spot on his 
marks as Roger had borne, 


the 
he 


, and he was also able to produce sailors who 


Swore that they had assisted in his rescue 
from the wrecked vessel Bella. 

The defense conducted the case with 
great vigor and made an effort to prove that 
he was’Arthur Orton, the son of a London 
butcher, who had emigrated to Australia. 
The legal battle waged fiercely, but finally 
Castro lost his suit. He was thereupon ar- 
rested and placed on trial for perjury, as 
were also several of his witnesses. The 
hearing continued for 186 days, and the in- 
dignant British populace subscribed large 
sums of money to assist Castro, the working 
people especially believing in him. 

He was found guilty and sentenced to 
fourteen years in prison. The case, up to his 
sentemce, had cost more than $1,000,000: the 
Tichborne estates had to be heavily mort- 
gaged and hundreds of poor people lost all 
their money. 

After ten years Castro was set free and 
in 1886 came to the United States to lecture. 
This venture was a failure and: he returned 
to Europe and in 1895 published his “Con- 
fession.” This he sold to a London news- 
paper for a large sum. This “Confession” 
was full of doubtful statements and was 
in its way, harder for some people to be- 
lieve than had been his original story. 

When he died on April 1, 1898, his death 
certificate and the plate upon his casket 
bore the name “Sir Roger Tichborne.” Final- 
ly the affair was almost entirely forgotten, 
although it was revived in 1907 when an 
aged man who said he was Roger Tichborne 
died in the King’s hospital, Brooklyn. He 
said that he-had reached England from 


_ South America in 1856, but was spirited out 


of the country with the threat that he would 
be killed if he ever returned to London to 
try to enforce his claim. This mystery has 
never been satisfactorily cleared.

The circus struggled along for several 
centuries in a mild form, but when P. T. 
Barnum took hold of it and plastered it 
over the billboards of the country, it be- 
came great. 

There are two kinds of circuses. One is 
a super-colossal and titanically tremendous 
aggregation of the world’s wildest wonders 
and demoniacally death-defying daredevils 
gathered into one unprecedented and unim- 
aginable galaxy under the greatest canvas 
in ancient or modern history. The circus 
can be found on any billboard during the 
Summer, and draws millions, of eager 
watchers. 

The other kind of circus is chiefly awe- 
inspiring for the ease with which it flits 
from hither to yon. <A circus carrying a 
thousand people and 500 varieties of fierce 
and fragrant beasts will slip into a town 
at 6 a. m., and by breakfast time will have 
set up ten acres of tents and will have its 


ecalliope fired up. 


Circuses consist of menageries, the big 
show and the side show. The menagerie 
is carried for the purpose of providing an 
excuse for parents to bring their children, 
and thus come themselves. 
is a method of working over the tailings, 
and getting such dimes as the biz show 
has overlooked. The big show itself con- 
sists of three kaleidoscopic rings and two 
dazzling platforms, all filled with beauti- 
ful ladies and lithe gentlemen in pink, blue, 
crimson and green tights and performing 
athletic feats which have to be seen several 
times to be believed.

WHY JAPAN IS HURT 
AS BOSTON SEES IT 


(Correspondent Boston Transcript.)

The very 
state with which Japan proposed to culti- 
vate a feeling of friendship is the state 
which has on the eve of the exposition un- 
dertaken to slap the Japanese aliens in the 
face. 
A Question of National Honor. 

If the Tokio government based its pro- 
test on a question of treaty intérpretation 
the way would be opened to a court settle- 
ment, but the ground for protest is much 
broader, it is based upon the general propo- 
sition of international comity and couched 
in terms that touch upon the spirit of our 
treaty relations. In short, the protest of 
Japan forecasts a determination to insist 
upon equality of treatment for all aliens in 
this country, Asiatic and European alike. 
This could only come about by admitting the 
Japanese to citizenship or by undertaking 
the repeal of all state enactments which dif- 
ferentiate between aliens eligible.to citizen- 
ship and those who are not. The latter can- 
not be done except where such enactments 
conflict with the terms of existing treaties, 
nor can the Japanese government formally 
insist that a foreign government permit 
Japanese citizens to expatriate themselves. 

A New Treaty. 

The effort of the United States will 
doubtless be to negotiate a new treaty and 
find a way out of the present difficulty that 
shall at the same time allay the feelings of 
the Japanese without sacrificing the right 
of this government to determine who shall 
become citizens and who shall be excluded. 
That is a well-accepted principle of inter- 
national law. The American people will not 
submit to arbitration such a question of 
domestic policy, ‘but many people believe 
that the United States can afford to volun- 
teer to Japan to admit those Japanese to 
citizenship who are now permitted to enter 
this country. The number is not large and 
would subject the Pacific coast to no eco- 
nomic hardships. If Japan in a new treaty 
will undertake rigidly to exclude all classes 
from immigration to this country except the 
limited number who are now admitted un- 
der the verbal agreement between the two 
governments, popular sentiment east of the

Work of Building Roads 


And Building Men the Same 


The economic and practical business 
end of prison reform is set before the 
public in a remarkable statement just 
issued by Secretary Philip Weltner, of 
the Prison association of Georgia, in 
which he shows that in this state the 
task of building roads and the task 
of building men is one and the same. 

The prison association of Georgia 
is not opposed, he says, to working 
convicts on the road; it is simply op- 
way in which they are 
now workeu. If the system is im- 
proved, he says, the first obvious re- 
sult to the state will be the building 
of better roads. Says Mr. Weltner in 
Part: 

“It requireg intelligence of a high 
order to direct road work. It requires 
intelligence of a high order to direct 
men into paths of rectitude. But in- 
telligence will not now do service in 
Georgia's penal system, because it will 
not undertake the responsibility of a 
position whose main function is to 
Fuard andk when necessary, to bully 
human beings. An efficient highway 
engineer would not accept the position 
of road boss for love or money, be- 
cause it wuwuld at times force him to 
Play the role of @ brute. The present 


system tends to discourage the exer- 
cise of humanity by those in authority. 
There are, of course, xceptions. 
‘Students of the problem usually con- 
Clude that the fault with Georgia's 
penal system lies in the type of men 
employed to work the convicts, but the 
situation calls for a closer analysis of 
the facts. The system makes it profit- 


as much as he dares. More guards 
must therefore be employed, and these 
must constantly be on the alert. The 
road buss must be in continual read- 
iness withthelash. If suchacondition 
of affairs is inimical to ordinary bus!i- 
ness, the same rule would apply to the 
business of making roads. What we 
must do in Georgia is to reverse this 
condition of affairs. We must initiaty 
a system which will encourage the 
convict. 

“The principle features of the re- 
endeavoring to bring about are of a 
practicaZ and common-sense nature, 
indorsed by nearly all the superior and 
criminal court judges in tue state, and 
by many officials. There is nothing 
visionary or unreasonably radical 


about the work we are carrying on.”

CHANGES ARE ASKED 
IN GARNISHMENT LAW

Merchants Hold Meeting to 
dorse [Two Amendments 
to State Laws.

Two bills favored by the retail mer- 
chants of Georgia were discussed at a 
meeting of local merchants held in the 
rooms of the chamber of commerce 
yesterday afternoon. The meeting was 
presided over by Colonel Fred J. 
Paxon. 

The first bill would amend the gar- 
nishment law by making subject to 
attachment by garnishment proceed- 
ings the wages of day laborers and 
mechanics when they amount to more 
than $1 per day to the extent of 50 
per cent of such excess. As the law 
now stands, the wages of day laborers 
and mechanics are exempt from gar- 
nishment, no matter what the amount 
of them may be. 

In interpreting 
have undertaken 


the courts 
to draw a wide dis- 
tinction between the man who e@arns 
his living chiefly by his hands anda 
the man whose work ‘s principally of 
a mental character. The merchants 
claim that this distinction works a 
hardship on a large class of people, 
as many so-called day laborers earn 
much larger wages than those whose 
work the supreme court has consid- 
ered of a merital nature. 

The other Mill is of interest to bank- 
ers aS well as merchants, and has re- 
ceived the indorsement of the Geor- 
gia Bankers’ association. It would 
make the drawing of a check by any 
party without funds in bank to cover 
the same a misdemeanor, unless the 
drawer of the check deposit with the 
drawee sufficient funds to meet it 
within thirty days. 

The purpose of the meeting was not 
so much to indorse the bills, for they 
have already reeeived the indors*ment 
of retail. merchants generally through- 
out the state through the action of 
the state merchants’ association, but 
to devise means to secure their en- 
actment. by the general assembly this 
summer. Now the Georgia Retail 
Merchants’ association will meet in 
Atlanta this year July 21 to 23, at 
which time the legislature will be in 
session. The plan is to have these 
bills made a special order of business 
on July 22, both in the house and sen- 
ate, so that the merchants who are 
expected to attend the convention of 
1.000 strong. may be better able to 
present to these bodies the reasons for 
the passage of the measures.

BIG LAND SUIT WON 
BY G.S. & F. RAILROAD 


Valdosta, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)— 
In Lowndes superior @ourt today. 
Judge Thomas directea a verdict in fa- 
vor of the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railroad in the suit brought by 
heirs of W. W. Lawson to recover cer- 
tain lands at Hahira, Ga. The lands 
in question were given to the railroad 
by Lawson for its use when the road 
was built twenty-four years .ago. 

With the growth of town, lands have 
greatly enhanced in value. During 
the last two years a warehouse, a gin- 
nery and the town’s electric light plant 
have been erected on the lands, which 
are in the heart of the town. 

The plaintiffs claimed that the lands 
were given the railroad for terminal 
purposes, depots and switches, while 
the road claimed tsat it was given to 
help its business there, and could be 
used as the road saw fit. It claimed 
that the industries located on the land 
were feeders for the road, and that it 
was carrying out the contract with 
the donor in allowing the industries 
to be built.

Jules Goux Driving Pengeot 
Wins 500-Mile Auto Race; 


in 


Second Place 


Indianapolis, [Ind., May 
United States fell before France here 
today when Jules Goux, a Frenchman, 
driving a French car, the Peugeot, won 
the third annual 500-mile automobile 
race in 6:31:33.45 at an average speed 
of 76.59 miles an hour. 

No fatal accidents. marred 
ning: of the race, although 
seriously injured when the Mason, 
driven by Jack Tower, upset on the 
back turn, due to tire blowout. Tower's 
right leg was broken, and Lee Dun- 
ning, his mechanician, was hurt inter- 
nally and three ribs were broken. Phy- 
sicians were not sure as to the extent 
of Dunning’s injuries tonight. 

Charles Merz, who finished third in a 
Stutz, brought the biggest thrill to the 
crowd, estimated at 100,000, when. he 
drove the last lap of the race with his 
ear on fire. The flames broke out at 
the upper stretch turn, and Merz re- 
fused to stop at the pits until he had 
cireled the track another time and fin- 
ished the race. 

Coming down the home stretch at the 
finish, Harry Martin, Merz’s mechani- 
cian. climbed out on the hood of the 
car and unbuckled the straps so the 
pitmen could extinguish the flames 
quickly. 

Four of the eight forelgn cars en- 
tered won prizes, the other four being 
forced out by broken parts. 

American Oar Second. 

An American car, a Mercer, 
by Spencer Wishart, finished second, 
seven laps behind the winner. The 
Sunbeam, an English car, driven by a 
Frenchman, Albert Guyot, came fourth. 
The other foreign cars in the money 
were: Pilette’s Mercedes-Knight (Ger- 
man), which was fifth, and Mulford’s 
Mercedes (German), seventh. Three 
Italian cars were forced out of the 
contest, 

The race was a little more than ten 
minutes slower than last year’s con- 
test. which was run in 6:21:06. This 
was due, it was said, in a large meas- 
ure to the intense heat, which neces- 
sitated many changes of tires. 

Another thing which caused a slower 
time was the fact that this year the 
piston displacement was limited to 450 
inches, while last year the race 
was a free-for-all. All the speedway 
records for the class of cars were 
broken up to 250 miles, when the many 
stops at the pit began to cut down

the average. Goux, the winner, com- 
plained at every stop at the pits be- 
cause his manager refused to let him 
put his car to its highest speed. He 
claimed that he could have made much 
better time, but his manager contend- 
ed that as he was in the lead from the 
one hundred and fortieth mile there 
was no use to let the Peugeot out. 
Goux, after getting the lead from Bur- 
man, when he stopped for oil and gas- 
oline, was never headed, and finished 
far in the lead of his nearest compet!- 
tor. Anderson’s Stutz pushed the lead- 
er hard until the one hundred and 
eight-seventh lap, when the car was 
forced out by a broken magneto shaft. 
Goux Record Holder. 

Goux first won fame as a race driver 
in France, where he was victor in 4 
402-mile race. Before coming here he 
went to the Brooklands track in Eng- 
land, where he made 106 miles 307 
yards in sixty minutes in the same 
car in which he raced today. His rec- 
ord in the 402-mile race broke all Eu- 
ropean records for the distance, while 
his performance at. Brooklands track 
broke all world’s records. 

Burman, who was the favorite in th? 
betting, ran a hard luck race. [In the 
fifty-fifth lap his car caught fire in 
the back stretch. He put out the 
blaze and ran to the pits, where he had 
to change carburetors. He had _ to 
make several other stops, and was re- 
lieved at the wheel by Hughie Hughes, 
“who still was onthertcak, about twen- 
ty laps behind, when the tenth car fin- 
ished. 

Early in the race Evans’ Mason turn: 
ed completely around on the lower 
turn. but the car stayed right side 
up and Evans continued until near the 
of the contest.
